When  I  awoke  i  marvled  at  my  dream,  wondering 
what  could  be  the  meaning.  Then  I  heard  a  voice  say 
from  heaven:  Salt,  means  Truth.  Then  my  angel  guide 
called  my  attention  to  Matthew  5th,  13: 

"Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth:  but  if  the  salt  have 

'lost  his  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted?  it  is  thence- 
forth good  for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out  and  to  be  trod- 
den under  foot  of  man.''  My  work  was  approved  of  God.

A  Revelation 

GIVEN  JULY  11th,  1917, 
TO  ALVA  A.  TANNER,  OAKLEY  IDAHO 

Behold,  verily  saith  the  Lord  unto  my  servant  Alva 
A.  Tanner,  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  even  Alpha  and  Ome- 
ga, the  begining  and  the  end,  and  before  me  there  was 
no  God.  Verily  I  say,  it  has  been  given  unto  you  to  know 
my  will  from  time  to  time,  and  if  ye  abide  in  me,  I 
the  Lord  thy  God  will  receive  you  into  the  kingdom  of 
the  Fathers  to  inherit  eternal  life.  Wherefore  I  say  un- 
to you,  fear  not  them  that  accuse  Jyou  falsly,  who  have 
turned  you  over  to  the  buf  f etins  of  satan  as  they  suppose. 
For  behold,  they  are  those  who  will  not  receive  sound 
doctrine  and  are  deceived  thru  the  cunningness  and 
the  crafty ness  of  deceitfull  men. 

Verily  saith  the  Lord  unto  you  Alva,  because  it  is 
given  unto  you  to  receive  my  word  in  the  manner  of  the 
seers  and  prophets  ye  are  made  free.  For  it  is  writ- 
ten in  the  book  of  Commandments:  *'Now  seek  ye  out 
of  the  book  of  commandments,  even  the  least  that  is 
among  them,  and  appoint  him  that  is  the  most  wise 
among  you:  Or,  if  there  be  any  among  you,  that  shall 
make  one  like  it,  then  ye  are  justified  in  saying  that  ye 
do  not  know  that  they  are  true.  But  if  ye  cannot  make 
one  Hke  it,  ye  are  under  condemnation  if  ye  do  not  bear 
record  that  they  are  true.''    D.  C.  67.  6.  7,  8, 

I  am  the  Lord  thy  God  that  quickeneth  your  spiritua 
understading  by  the  power  of  my  Spirit,  even  the  Spirit 
of  truth  which  leadeth  into  all  truth.  For  ye  desired  not 
great  riches,  neither  sought  after  power  that  ye  might 
become  a  ruler  of  men.  Neither  pretendist  thou  unto 
holiness  for  a  cloak  to  cover  your  sins.  Righteousness 
and  Truth  soughtest  thou  after  coutinualy,  Wherefore 
saith  the  Lord  ye  are  a  chosen  vessel— a  prince  of  peace. 


They  who  call  you  a  false  Chirist,  op  false  prophet, 
deceiveing  the  elect  if  possable,  are  the  servants  of  Sa- 
tan. Because  thou  art  valiant  in  seeking  after  truth  and 
abhor  a  lie,  many  have  became  thine  enemies.  Even 
some  of  the  saints  who  are  clothed  with  a  little  authority 
as  they  suppose  are  thy  persacutors.  Verily  saith  the 
Lord,  my  indignation  is  kindled  against  them,  for  they 
believe  not  a  messingar  of  truth,  but  willingly  believe  a 
lie  that  they  may  be  damned.  For  they  persecute  and 
belie  the  innocentr,  and  gnash  their  teeth  against  them 
who  mention  their  evil  deeds.  Behold  I  am  the  Lord  thy 
God  and  will  make  thee  a  messinger  of  truth,  and  a  shin- 
ing light  to  rebuke  their  evil  ways. 

I  the  Lord  God  called  to  the  saints  from  the  heav- 
ens, and  they  heard  me  not,  even  with  the  voice  of  thun- 
der I  uttered  my  voice  and  they  did  not  hear:  Only  Jos- 
eph Morris  and  Bernard  Moses  Giles,  and  one  of  them 
fell  a  martyr.  Brgham  is  our  prophet  said  the  saints. 
Verily  saith  the  Lord,  they  trust  in  the  arm  ©f  flesh 
and  follow  in  crooked  paths,  and  many  do  the  works 
of  Satan  in  my  name.  Judgment  and  justice  is  mine 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  the  day  of  vengence  the 
wicked  cannot  miss  without  repentance. 

Wherefore  then  do  ye  sanits  persecute  my  serv- 
ants the  prophets— cast  them  off,  and  make  for  your- 
selves boggus  prophets  of  grafters  and  worldly  mind- 
ed men.  Behold,  verily  saith  the  Lord  of  horts,  their 
souls  are  cankered  with  the  love  cf  worldly  glory  and  the 
love  of  filthy  lucre.  Even  as  I  the  Lord  heard  not  the 
prayers  of  Saul,  so  I  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  man-made  boggus 
prophets,  for  such  are  not  born  of  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
neither  of  the  Spirit  of  Jesus,  neither  do  they  know  the 
Father  saith  the  Lord  God.  For  they  have  departed  from 
truth  and  justice  and  beleive  a  lie  that  they  all  may  be 
damned,  as  it  is  written  of  them  saith  the  Load  of  hosts. 


As  I  the  Lord  God  sent  Nathan  to  David,  to  deliver 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  so  I  sent  prophets  to  Brigham 
Young  to  cry  repentance  to  him  and  the  church  in  Utah, 
when  they  were  workers  of  Satan,  but  they  received 
not  the  prophets  but  persecuted  them.  So  I  send  Alva, 
to  Joseph  F.  Smith  and  the  chureh,  and  they  have  rejec- 
ted him.  Behold,  in  the  church  are  the  false  prophets 
and  false  teaehers  who  deceive  many  of  the  elect,  for 
they  ery  out  against  false  Christs,  faise  prophets,  and 
false  teachers  because  they  are  the  false  prophets  and 
false  teachers,  and  workers  of  the  devil  who  persacute 
and  kill  the  true  prophets. 

Veriy  saith  the  Lord  to  the  Mormon  church;  like  sheep 
ye  have  gon  a  astray,  for  the  shephards  are  graspers  and 
their  eyes  are  full  of  greediness,  they  covit  honor  and 
glory  of  the  world,  are  puffed  up  with  worldly  pride, 
have  forsook  the  law  of  the  Lord,  and  have  transgressed 
the  law  of  the  land.  Behold  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel 
I  will  spew  them  out,  for  they  have  became  as  salt  which 
has  lost  its  savor.  But,  if  the  church  will  hear  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  which  I  the  Lord  give  thru  the  proph- 
ets which  are  not  boggus  prophets,  man  appointed,  and 
repent,  and  do  as  they  would  have  others  do  unto  them, 
I  will  own  them— I  will  be  their  God  and  own  them  as 
my  Saints. 

For  as  it  is  wrtten  in  Isaiah,  1,  18,  so  shall  it  be  unto 
the  church  if  they  repent:  "Come  now,  and  let  us  recsn 
together,  saith  the  Lord:  though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet, 
they  shall  be  white  as  snow;  though  they  be  red  like 
crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool.''  But,  if  the  church  will 
not  repent,  neither  hear  them  unto  whom  I  come  in  the 
pov/er  of  my  Spirit,  and  unto  whom  I'speak  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  they  are  not  mine  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel. 
For  I  am  the  same  God,  unchangable,  now,  and  forever, 
for  the  heaves  and  earth  and  fullness  therof  I  hav  made. 


Beheld  saith  the  Lcrd,  ye  are  bound  by  the  word 
of  God,  except  ye  live  above  the  law,  being  led  by  the 
Spirit,  even  by  the  Spirit  which  leads  men  to  do  unto 
others  as  they  would  be  done  by.  For  God  is  holy  and 
just,  and  not  a  respctor  of  men,  for  the  ways  of  the  wise 
and  the  prudent  he  turneth  up  side  down  if  they  harken 
not  unto  the  voice  his  Spirit.  For  terible  is  the  voice  of 
God,  and  the  hevens  tremble  when  he  uttereth  his  words. 
Behold,  God  rideth  in  the  clouds,  and  his  presence  no  man 
seith  except  his  spirtual  eyes  are  qickened  by  the  power 
of  the  Spirit.  Verily,  God  is  a  Spirit,  the  some  yester- 
day, to-day,  and  forever— God  maketh  spirits  his  angels, 

Howl!  cry  aloud,  host  of  your  double  priesthood  0  ye 
blind  guids.  Bost  of  your  autiority  to  do  mighty  works. 
Is  not  your  Gcd  asleap?  Where  are  your  prophets  which 
can  break  his  slumber?  Awake  him,  if  you  can,  and  prove 
that  ye  are  not  boggus  propthets  who  deceive  the  very 
elect.  Ye  are  as  salt  which  has  lost  its  savor,  for  ye 
are  of  the  world  and  love  the  things  of  the  world  more 
than  ye  love  the  things  of  God.  O  ye  hypocrits,  ye  make 
commerce  ou*  of  religion.  Ye  covit  the  high  places  in 
the  church,  say  long  payres  to  be  heard  of  men,  and  speak 
high  sounding  words,  which  are  as  the  tinkling  sound 
of  brass  in  the  ears  of  God  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

Verily  saith  the  Lord,  except  ye  are  just  ye  cannot  be 
holy,  and  if  ye  are  not  holy,  your  priesthood  is  vanity. 
Ye  cast  out  the  upright  from  among  you  because  of  a  diff- 
erence in  oppinion  in  small  matters.  Then  ye  put  a 
stigma  upon  them,  yea  verily,  ye  call  them  apostates. 
The  church  is  at  fault.  Again,  saith  the  Lord,  ye  hold 
them  in  high  places,  and  call  them  good  brothers,  who 
cheet,  deceive,  and  lie  for  filthy  lucre,  and  their  works 
are  crookednes.  And  this  ye  do  because  they  cry  0  Lord, 
0  Lord,  while  they  rob  the  poor.  They  are  wolves  in 
sheeps  clothing.   They  are  Latter  day  Pharisees. 


And  again,  verii.v  saifh  the  Lord,  anto  the  Mormon 
^Ihurch,  I  say  Mormon  church,  for  ye  are  not  the  church 
"of  Christ  when  ye  walk  in  crooked  paths,  Veriy,  ye 
hold  in  good  fellowship,  the  cont^ncious  who  spitefully 
taketh  another  to  law.  And  whether-  an  ^ainbleiver  or 
brother  it  is  abominable  in  the  sight  of  <jod.  Such  bring 
the  church  into  ill-repute  if  they  take  an  unbleiver  4o  law^ 
and  he  is  not  a  saint  who  spitefully  taketh  a  brother  to 
law.  Wherefore  saith  Lord,  the  church  stands  rebuked, 
and  the  wrath  of  God  is  kindled  against  it,  until  thru 
a-epentance  and  righteous  deeds  it  is  redeamed. 

Verily,  acording  to  the  Mormon  faith,  ye  think  ye 
are  not  to  receive  the  word  of  God  thru  prophets  rejetced 
by  you.  So  the  Jews  thot  when  Christ  came  in  the  flesh. 
But,  the  word  of  God  oomes  thru  the  rejcted  when  the 
church  go  wrong  and  the  rejected  go  right,  if  they  hark- 
en  to  the  Spirit  of  God  from  on  high.  And  by  the  words 
of  such  rejected  prophets  ye  will  be  ti-ied  in  the  judg- 
ment day  saith  Lord  God  of  hosts,  Verily,  the  Mormon 
church  is  not  after  the  jmttern  of  the  ancient  Church  of 
Christ,  for  it  hath  omitted  to  restore  the  prophets  in  the 
church,  after  the  ancient  ordeer,  Veriy,  for  that  rearson 
saith  the  Lord,  many  false  prophets  (man-made  prophets 
by  the  church)  rise  up  in  the  last  days,  deceiveing  the 
very  elect  if  possable. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  church  which  is  called  the 
•church  of  "Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  day  Saints,  is  the 
church  of  Joseph  Smith  of  Lattsr  day  saints  if  they 
are  saints,  for  they  are  not  Christs  Church  who  obey  some 
other  law  which  is  not  written  in  the  New  Testiment 
The  church  of  Joseph  Smith,  hath  stmbeled,  verily  they 
have  fallen  into  the  ditch  because  the  blind  lead  the 
blind.  They  are  led  by  prophets  who  are  not  prophets 
saith  the  Lord.  Beohld,  virly  I  am  against  them,  and 
mine  ager  will  not  be  pacified  lest  they  repent. 


No  man  is  justified  saith  the  Lord,  in  pulling  down 
anothers  faith  without  teaching  him  one  better.  Where- 
fore I  have  commanded  the  receiver  of  this  message 
(Esau)  to  hold  up  Jesus  of  Nazareth  for  the  pattern  and 
the  way  to  eternal  life.  I  have  called  the  bearor  of  this 
message  Esau,  because  Jacob,  being  smarter  and  a  stick- 
ler for  filthy  lucre,  hath  more  than  once  cheeted  him. 
And  for?  this  cause  I  have  given  Easu  (Alva)  a  greater 
abundance  of  my  Spirit  saith  the  Lord:  Yea,  to  be  a  light 
removed  from  under  a  bushel.  And  all  crooks  and  graf- 
ters Esau  shall  condemn,  for  Truth,  Justice,  Mercy,  Love 
and  Peace  is  the  burden  ofj  the  Lord  to  the  world  thru 
him. 

And  his  posterity  shall  be  very  numerious  saith  the 
Lord,  his  sons  and  daughters,  and  their  children,  and  their 
ehidrens  children,  will  not  be  ashamed  of  their  progen- 
itor, for  it  shall  coma  to  pass  saith  the  Lord»  that  many 
shall  enquire  about  him,  and  his  name  will  be  honored, 
even  in  places  where  before  he  was  hisst,  and  scroned— 
yea,  a  target  for  taunts  form  fanatics  and  the  ungodly, 
becase  he  said  he  was  a  prophet,  for  the  heals  of  the 
church  was  lifted  against  him.  Whrefore  his  name  will 
be  had  in  rememberence  when  his  tormentors  are  for- 
gotten, saith  the  Lord  God  of  hosts.  For  a  prophet 
hath  no  honor  in  his  home  town. 

0!  ye  blind  and  pervrted  generation,  ye  host  of  your 
knowledge  of  God  and  of  holiness,  but  of  you  it  Is  writ- 
ten: *'God  shall  send  them  a  strng  delusion,  that  they 
shall  beleive  a  lie,  that  they  all  may  be  damned,"  and 
again:  *'If  the  blind  lead  the  bind  all  fall  in  the  ditch  to- 
gether.*' Thus  saith  the  Lord,  ye  make  for  yourselves 
boggus  prophets  and  excommunicate  and  persecute  them 
which  God  hath  sent.  Yerily,  God  will  pluck  you  up 
root  and  branch  if  you  will  not  repent  and  serve  Him, 
and  worship  the  true  and  eternal  God. 


Is  not  God  able  thru  babed  and  sucklings,  to  confound 
the  wise  and  prudent,  and  the  carnal  minded  and  crafty, 
who  seek  to  hide  their  dark  deed  from  the  Almighty? 

*Therefre  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  you,  with  whom 
the  Priesthood  hath  continued  thru  the  lineage  of  your 
fathers.  For  ye  are  lawful  heirs,  acording  to  the  flesh,  and 
have  been  hid  from  the  world  with  Christ  in  God;  There- 
fore your  life  and  the  Priesthood  hath  remained  and  must 
need  remain  thru  you  and  your  lineage,  until  the  restor- 
ation of  all  things  spoken  by  the  mouths  of  all  the  holy 
prophets  since  the  world  begun/'  Doc*  Gov.  86.  8,  9,  10. 

Is  not  God  thru  this  Priesthood  able  to  chose  his  proph- 
ets? Has  God  delligated  his  authority  all  to  the  blind 
guids  saith  the  Lord?  If  any  lack  wisdom,  and  ask  of 
God,  will  not  God  hear  him?  If  the  prophets  which  the 
church  uphold,  speak  not  as  prophets  are  not  they  dogs 
in  the  manger  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts?
